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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments were not persuasive. 
Applicant argues that lizuka fails to disclose "data records within a file are identified without using prior knowledge of the structure (e.g. 
syntax) of the file" (page 3, second to last paragraph of the response filed 1 1/29/2007). In response to applicant's argument that the 
references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., "data records 
within a file are identified without using prior knowledge of the structure (e.g. syntax) of the file") are not recited in the rejected claim(s). 
Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re 
Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Applicant further argues that lizuka fails to disclose: "identifying potential locations of values of record'fields in the text" (page 3, last 
paragraph, to page 4 first paragraph of the response filed 1 1/29/2007). However, the claim limitation calls for "identifying ... by identifying 
locations in the text of items in lists of known potential values for record fields", lizuka discloses in Figure 8 at reference sign 200: "find 
locations of specified item from HTML document table". The examiner equates "list of known potential values for record fields" with "HTML 
document table". 

Applicant also argues that lizuka fails to disclose "a region of interest among the regions of the text" (page 4, second paragraph, of the 
response filed 11/29/2007). lizuka discloses "This portion considers a portion in HTML document as meaningful information" (column 2, 
line 50, emphasis added). The examiner equates "a region of interest" with "portion in HTML document as meaningful information".. 
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
